RED FIFE AND WHITE FIFE 
WHEAT 


The origin of Red Fife wheat so far 
is definitely 
Fife is ob- 
no doubt, 


as Canada is concerned 
White 

There seems 
that it is a natural sport from 
Kted Wife, The only appreciable dif- 
ference between the two varieties is in 
color of the foran—Red Fife having a 
rather dark, reddish brown bran and 
White Fife haying.a pale yellowish 
bran. It is generally supposed that 
White Fife is inferior for bread mak- 
ing purposes but is @ more 
tive variety than Red Fife, especially 
on poor soil; ard it is even believed 
by some people that Red Fife when 
grown under favorable conditiong, 
changes into White Fife. Whatever 
may be the origin of White Fife it is 
certafn that no changes of Red Fife 
into White Fife have occurred on a 
large scale, And such changes need not 
be looked for. Red FYfe is sometimes 
of a paler red color when the i-terior 
of the kernals is white and starchy, but 
the color of the bran remains the same. 

Very careful comparisons for many 
years between these two varieties of 
wheat have established the fact that 
they are almost absolutely identical, 
White Fife is not a softer wheat than 
Red Fife; it.is not inferior for bread 
making and it is not superior in yield. 
How, then, can we explain: the popular 
ideas in regard to White Fife? Very 
easily. White Fife, a found in com- 
merce, is usually mixed with from 20 
per cent to 80 per cent of White Rus- 
sian, which latter variety is Mferior 
for bread making and is more produc- 
tive than the Fifes on some of the sofls 
of eastern Canada. The reputation 
which White Fife has acquired is due 
to the impurities it contains. 

Since red wheats are most popular 
in Canada, there is no object in grow- 
ing White Fife as dt has no advantage 
whatever over Red Fife If a wheat 
of the highest baking strength is re- 
quired, (lrmers should grow either 
Red Fife or perhaps better still Barly 
Red Fife. Marquis would also be sat. 
isfactory in many cases, though it is 
a@ little less suitable for some parts:
